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Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Species II (Figures 6A-6E, claims 29-43, 46-59, 62-64) is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse. 

Claims 44-45 and 60-61 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
8/20/09. 

Applicant's election with traverse with respect to the election of a suction box In 
the reply filed on 8/20/09 is acknowledged. This is found persuasive since applicant 
has elected Species II, which does not require any suction box. However, if the 
applicant had elected Species I or III, applicant would be required to select a particular 
suction box. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following Is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 29-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for falling to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claim 29, line 13, the phrase, "winding cores and/or the web material to 
provide," is indefinite and vague. Examiner cannot determine whether the features 
stated above are inclusive together or exclusive in alternative form. 

In claim 30, line 5, the phrase, "said web material and/or to each said core," is 
indefinite and vague. Examiner cannot determine whether the features stated above 
are inclusive together or exclusive in alternative form. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 29-43, 46-59 and 62-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Perini et al., U.S. Patent No. 5979818, in view of Biagiotti, U.S. 
Patent No. 6565033 B1 . 

Perini '818 discloses a rewinding machine comprising: a path for feeding a web 
material N towards a winding system (see figure 1 ); an interruption member 43 to 
interrupt the web material at an end of winding of a log L; a core insertion channel 39, 
said channel being defined by a stationary rolling surface 15 and a movable member 
including a series of parallel spaced apart flexible members 150 entrained around at 
least two rollers 15, 152, (see figure 13); a core feeder 57 to insert winding cores A in 
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succession in said cliannel 39; and a gluing unit 61 to provide adhesion to eacli core, 
see figures 1-13. 

Biagiotti '033 discloses the concept of using electrostatic charges (i.e., which 
inherently has a voltage source and a charge bar) to provide adhesion to the web, see 
column 3, lines 59-62. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the apparatus of Perini '818 by providing an electrostatic 
device as taught by Biagiotti '033, to show that there are many other systems for 
providing adhesion to the free edge.
